After the reading of the minutes a 


petition was presented from J. W.

William Bierley, of 61 East Fourth 


street, while sitting in a ohair at the 
business house of George Helt last 
night, was seen to fall over in his 
ohair. Mr. Helt ran to him at once 
and sent a messenger for Dr. Kline, 
•who aoon arrived and pronounced the 
man dead. 
Ooroner Davidson was 


notified and held au inquest, returning 
a verdict of death from heart disease. 
The body was then removed to his late 
residence. 


It is understood that Mr. Bierley had 


been subject to attacks of heart trouble 
for many years past. His physician, 
under suoh circumstances, always ad- 
vised him, if possible, to get a glass of 
whisky, or other strong stimulants. 
Mr. Bierley'e friends say that he was 
passing along the street, and feeling 
one of the attacks coming on, entered 
Mr. Belt's place for & stimulant. 
Death came quickly after he entered 
the room. 


The deceased ^was born at Witten- 


burg, Germany, June 33d, 1847, and 
was therefore 50 years and 3 days old. 
He came to this country with his par- 
ents when quite small, and most of his 
life has been spent in this city. In 
1864 he was married to Baohaei Press- 
ler, a sister of the well-known Valen- 
tine Preasler, who died a few months 
ago. 
Two children resulted from thia 


union, one dying in infancy, the other 
being the wife of Fred Dill, the barber. 
Mrs. Bierley died in 1873. 
In 1877 


Mr. Bierley married Miss Kate Preas- 
ler, a sister of his first wife. She, 
with five children, are still living. 
Mr. Bierley grew up with the shoe 
factory industry'of this oity, .and at 
the time of his'death wag employed at 
the Drew, Selby & Go. factory, where 
he had been employed for a number of 
years. 
He was a very quiet, industri- 


ous man, n good husband and kind 
father. 
He and a younger brother also 


looked after and took care of two sis- 
ters. 
Tne deceased, in addition to his 


regular day's work, would do some 
shoe mending for the neighbors in the 
evenings, and by this means accumu- 
lated a considerable sum. 
Mr. Bierley 


was of that class of Germans, that it 
was better for this country that he oame 
into it. 
He leaves his family in good 


circumstances, having owned several 
pieces of property.

I'apers That Relate to the Slego and Sur- 


render of the Town. 


Curiously enough, after 115 years, a 


collection of manuscripts relating to 
the siege of Yorktowii has recently 
turned up in Paris. These comprise a 
contemporary copy of Count de Eo- 
cbambeau's o'wn diary from the time the 
French armies left the Hudson, tho Inth 
of August, to tho surrender \f York- 
town, on the 19th of October, 1783. Ac- 
companying this, written by a different 
Iiiiu'cl, but inclosed in the same cover, 
is a diary of the siege by one of the en- 
gineer officers and a most beautifully 
executed manuscript map in colors of 
Yorktown and vicinity. 
% 


The siege and surrender of Yorktowu 


wcro one of the most important events 
in. the history of America. Many ac- 
counts by different; eyewitnesses are ex- 
iaiit, manuscript and printed, perhaps 
jlle most valuable of all being tho diary 
of George Washington, the 
original 


manuscript of which is at tho state de- 
partment at \Yasbirigton. After Wash- 
ington, perhaps the most trustworthy 
account would be that of Count do 
Rochauibean. It is known that he was 
very careful to keep copies of his 'cor- 
respondence, both for himself and for the 
department of war in France, but his 
diary of the Yorktown campaign was 
never published until it was included 
in Doniol's great compilation of docu- 
ments relating to the gaining of Amer- 
ican independence, published about teu 
years ago, under the auspices of the 
French government, and even to this day 
it has never been printed, except greatly 
abridged, iii English. A small part of it 
appeared in tho Gazette de France a 
few days after the news of the surrender 
reached Paris, and this abridgment 
was translated and published in English 
in the Pennsylvania Gazette and in Al- 
moii's Remembrancer shortly after. 
' The day after the surrender Rocham- 
bean sent a copy of his journal by tho 
hand of the Duke dqxLauzun to the 
French minister of war, Segnr, and a 
week later duplicate dispatches were 
sent in another ship, the Count de 
Deux-Ponts being the bearer. These two 
officers had shown the most courage in 
the siege and were thus rewarded. The 
existence is not known of either of these 
original dispatches. 


A copy of Rochambeau's journal is in 


the French archives in Paris, and an- 
other, Rochambeau's own, probably, is 
in the library of the department of state 
in Washington, procured with the Ro- 
chambeau papers bought by the United 
States government from the heirs of 
Count de Rocbambeau. It may be, and, 
indeed, it seems quite probable, that 
this series of manuscripts which has 
been recently discovered and which has 
been secured by Messrs. Dodd, Mead & 
Co. of New York city are the original 
papers which were carried over by 
Count de Denx-Ponts. They are not, 
however, in his autograph, but in that 
of some unknown person, probably a 
clerk. 


The map which accompanies these 


two manuscripts is on a large scale and 
most beautifully drawn by an expert, 
no doubt one of the French engineers, 
and it seems probable that it was drawn 
to accompany official dispatches to the 
French government. There is no dupli- 
cate of it among the many maps in the 
Rocharabean collection.—St. Louis Re- 
public.

Indian Territory. 


FIBST :EEYIEW OP TAEIPP BILL. 


By Completing the Woo], Silk and To- 


bacco Schedules th* Senate Has Covered 
the I>!njlcy Measure, Kxcept Such Farts 
M Were 'Passed—The»e Will Now B« 
Taken Up. 
Washington, June 26.—Trouble has 


brok«n out afresh at Fort Gibson, In- 
dian Territory, where the Cherokee 
treedmen payment has just been re- 
sumed, and the Washington authori- 
ties 'have been appealed to for assist- 
ance In averting further disorders. 


News of the disturbance came offi- 


cially In telegrams received by Secre- 
tary Bliss, supplemented by similar ad- 
vices received by the attorney general 
and the secretory of war. 


General Frank A. Armstrong of the 


Uawes commission, which was just 
leaving Fort Gibson, v/hen the trouble 
occurred, joined with Indian Inspector 
McLaughlin, who is supervising the 
payment, in wiring the following to 
Secretary Bliss: 
"Considerable ex- 


citement exists among the negroes on 
account of arrests made by the United 
States marshals. Negroes are armed 
end are threatening to attack the mar- 
shals. The troops here are able to 
c«pe with the situation and preserve 
peace. If the commander has not au- 
thority to pa>trol the town and to exer- 
cise control over t!he excited negroes, 
serious trouble may occur. 


"The presence and action of the mil- 


itary this evening alone prevented 
bloodshed. 
The payment has pro- 


gressed quietly, but those disturbances 
are outside the lines and between the 
negroes and deputy marshals; Prompt 
and decided action Is recommended 
with authority to remove 
disorderly 


persons and disarm all except United 
States officials. The United States dis- 
trict and United States marshal have 
wired the attorney general." 


Secretary Bliss forwarded the ad- 


vices to fhe secretary of war for his ac- 
tion and wired the inspector that he 
had done so and reminding him that 
the troops were on the ground, stated 
that order must be maintained at ail 
hazards. The individucl beneficiaries 
of the payment are making- positive 
protests and a telegram was received 
here from a woman at Fort Scott, 
Kan., as follows: 


"Am Cherokee 
freedman, guardian 


for ray children. Money deposited, in 
bank at Fort Scott. B. F. Ware at- 
tached it through fraud. 
How can I 


get possession ?~Bettie Cash." She is 
only one of a number in similar 
straits. The department is endeavor- 
ing to see that the negroes' rights arc 
not Invaded.

THUEE SCHEDULES, 


and Tobacco, 
Pertaining to Wool, SilU 


Are Completed. 


Washington, June 26.— The senate 


completed itJhe wool schedule, the 
silk 


schedule and the tobacco schedule of 
the tariff .bill, and with this accom- 
plished the tariff leaders had the satis- 
faction of knowing that ail the sched- 
ules of the bill and the free list had 
been gone over once. 


Inhere now remains only to . go 


trough the bill a second time, passing 
en the items passed over. These are 
very numerous and important, includ- 
ing hides, gloves, coal, tea and beer. 


After that the Internal revenue fea- 


tures of the bill will be all that re- 
r&ain. Progress was rapid, although 
every paragraph relating to carpets 
•was stubbornly contested. 


The consideration of the silk sched- 


ule led to a Btrong contest against the 
proposed duties on silk fabrics, Sena- 
tors Teller and Mantle joining with the 
Democrats In opposition. The para- 
graph was passed by the slender ma- 
jority of two. The tobacco schedule 
went through with little friction after 
the committee had advanced the duty 
slightly on wrapper and leaf tobacco. 


When 
the 
tobacco schedule wa: 


taken up the first paragraph was ma- 
terially modified by Mr. Allison, mak- 
ing the duty on wrapper tobacco anc 
filler tobacco when mixed 
with more 


than 15 per cent of wrapper tobacco 
and all leaf tobacco, etc., $1.75 
per 


pound; if stemmed, $2.25 per pound 
The balance of the paragraph remains 
unchanged. 


Mr. Vest said the controversy as to 


rates was made between the Connecti- 
cut wrapper tobacco and the Sumatra 
tobacco. 


The desire was to shut out the Sum- 


atra., one tobacco man having said be- 
fore the ways and means committee 
that he would favor a duty of 1,000 per 
cent if necessary to prevent its impor- 
tation. 


Mr. Hawley (Conn.) said other states 


than Connecticut were interested in 
the industry 
of 
wrapper .tobacco. 


There was no desire to exclude Sum- 
atra tobacco, but to give adequate 
protection against the labor rate of 
Sumatra of about 10 cents a day. 


Mr. Mills (Tex.) declared that the 


sm&king of a good cigar had become a 
lost art in the United States, as a re- 
sult of the enormous and unconscion- 
able taxation on cigars. These taxes, 
customs and internal revenue had driv- 
en small makers out of business, until 
the trade was in the hands of great 
concerns.

Race War Threatened ana City In Hands 


of a Negro Mob. 


Key West, Fla., June 2G.—This city 


was virtually in the hands of a negro 
mob during the night, and a white citi- 
zen was killed by the mob. 


At 4 p. m. Sllvanus Johnson, charged 


with assault on a wMte woriian, Mrs. 
Margaret Atwell, was conducted to the 
courthouse for a hearing. The court- 
room was crowded and C. B. Pendle- 
ton, a well known citizen, arose and 
asked, "Are there enough white men 
present to hang the negro?" 


There was a chorus of "yes," and the 


crowd' closed in on the prisoner. The 
sierlff and his deputies dr«w their re- 
volvers and held the crowd at bay 
while Johnson, was at once hurried 
back to jail. . 


A big mob gathered in front'of the 


building and one of tthe' negroes cried 
out to lynch Pendleton, and a rush was 
made for him. Through tne efforts of 
himself 
and his friends Pendleton 


made his escape In a carriage. 


The negro mob then gathered about 


the jail building to prevent the lynch- 
ing of Johnson and open threats were 
made to kill any white man that might 
come to the jail. 


Later William Gardner, a white maa, 


was sitting in front of the court, when 
several of the negro mob approached 
and ordered him to move on.' He arose 
to dbey, and as soon as his back was 
turned there rang out the crack of a 
number of rifles, and Gardner received 
a mortal wound, from .which he died 
two hours later. 


The whites are inclined to 
avenge 


Gardner's death, and another attempt 
to lynch Johnson is expected to be 
made at any time. A serious conflict 
between the whites and the blacks is 
feared. 


Tie militia is in readiness for any 


disturbance, having been ordered out 
by the governor and the United States 
troops are at the order of the sheriff.

Harvard, with her newly acquired 


English methods, finished third, and 
she was over eight and a half lengths 
beihind the 
Cornellians. 
Her eight 


-were thorougly exhausted, while the 
exponents of American theory as p,p- 
plied to the propulsion of eight oared 
shells, finished at a hot pace, without 
any distress being apparent. The-tide 
was slack, the wind favored no partic- 
ular crew and absolutely no favor of 
sny kind was shown by nature toward 
the result. The r&ee was rowed en- 
tirely on its merits. 


The race also set a conclusion upon 


tke long-mooted question concerning 
Tveiffhts. Yale stripped into their boat 
at an average of 171 pounds;,-, Cornell 
158. 
Yale used every pound of its 


"beef" and the leverage of its oars, and 
at times with, a nervousness which 
made -the boat fairly 
lift from 
the 


•water. Cornell employed her trained 
down muscle without beef in a. leisure- 
ly, confident manner that pulled her at 
every stroke toward victory. 


It was a singular coincidence that 


the English trained crew, Harvard, 
pursued exactly the same method as to 
the number of strokes per minute as 
did the winning crew, and 
although 


they weighed on. an average 10 pounds 
heavier than Cornell's men, that extra 
weight told for nothing, and either 
from too much "fineness" in. training 
or lack of ability to pull the stroke set 
for them, they were practically "dead" 
after the second mile. 


It is also curious to note that Cornell 


pulled exactly the same kind of stroke 
and the same number of strokes to the 
minute that she pulled last year when 
she won in record-breaking time, and 
that Harvard, while advertising that 
she 'had entirely new methods, was de- 
feated in exactly the same manner 
thait defeat met her last year.' 


Briefly the result of the race is that 


Cornell asserts her superiority in row- 
ing, 
method of training and capability 


over the two larger univeristies, and 
she still holds the record for* intercol- 
legiate eights of 10 minutes, 29 sec- 
onds, which she made last year.

of Waters. Laud that was one or two 
eet above Mi?h water is now below 
vhat is called average water. 


"The land in our district is now two 


:eet below the water in the ri-ver. The 
construction of the levees up the river 
las tended to cause the heaping up of 
the waters clown upon us. But we do 
not complain of the levees. 


"All we want is that the commission 


will recognize our condition and help 
us, hard working and energetic people 
who have always been willing to help 
ourselves."
